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Rabies Alert 
Rabid Cat Found in Marion 

On Friday, January 27, 2006, a cat tested positive 
for rabies in Marion. This cat was one of a semi-feral col- 
ony. As a result, a couple of people who came into contact 
with the cat will undergo rabies treatments. Marion Ani- 
mal Control Officer Susan Connor is working to capture 
the remaining cats. 

Rabies is a fatal disease and symptoms only be- 
come evident in the final stages of the disease. 

Under Massachusetts' law, all dogs and cats must 
be vaccinated against rabies. It is recommended that all 
other animals, such as horses, goats and the like, also be 
vaccinated. Animal owners should contact their veterinar- 
ian to make sure their pets are current on their vaccina- 
tions. 

Massachusetts also considers any person who 
maintains a feral cat population the owner of that popula- 
tion. 

Cats are the primary domestic animal that 
transmits rabies to the human population. Do not feed or 
handle a cat that you are not familiar with. Vaccinate your 
pets, even if they do not go outside, and report any stray 
cats to the Marion Animal Control at 508-748-1212.

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The board then proceeded to meet with Town 
Treasurer Naida Parker to discuss a recent request from 
the Old Rochester Regional School District for an early 
installment pajmaent on the town's share of the regional 
assessment. 

"I have about $1 million or so left in the bank," 
Ms. Parker said. "So if we do this I just wanted everybody 
to be on board with it. If we start running short of money, 
we might have to borrow from the Stabilization Fund 
again (to supplement the budget)." 

According to Chairman Laboa, ORR's Superinten- 
dent of Finance and Planning Tim O'Connor has request- 
ed they receive one-half of the town's $893,518.43 assess- 
ment due in April early. This is before the town expects 
their next quarterly tax payments to come in. But even the 
half-pa}nTient of $446,759.22 would seriously deplete the 
town's available funds. 

"Obviously, we know what you're doing," Chair- 
man Laboa said, in agreement. "If the need to borrow 
arises, we'll know why." 

At 7:15 pm the board met with Town Planner 
Randall Kunz to discuss the status of the Master Plan 
Committee and Master Plan Update. The Master Plan 
Committee is currently working to update the town's so- 
called Master Plan so that it will continue to be eligible for 
state and federal grant opportunities. 

"I have made progress, but I'm less up-to-date 
on historic preservation, government, economic devel- 
opment, and elderly affairs (data)," Mr. Kunz said. "I'm

Lakeville to continue to use the Lakeville Animal Shelter 
for housing stray and surrendered Rochester dogs at a 
boarding rate of $15 per day and a one-time $20 drop-off 
fee for each dog. 

"This is working ... we've been doing it for a year 
now," Mr. Huntoon said. "It's substantially reduced from 
what we were paying before."

SMELLY BREATH 

My cat likes to curl up in my lap hut when she breathes in my 
face it really smells. I feed her a half a can of food twice daily 
and she has dry food available at all times. I figure that the dry 
food keeps her teeth clean but I don't understand why she has 
such an odor.

Your Questions on Dental Implants 

I consulted a dentist, several years ago, about using dental implants to re- 
place my lower denture (or to at least anchor it) and was told that I did not have 
adequate bone available to secure implants in the bone without danger of fractur- 
ing my now fragile jawbone. What are my options now? 

Because of the advances in the field of dental implantology, there are now more choices and techniques, provid- 
ing patients like you a wide range of options. Today, it is rare that a person cannot receive an implant or a combination of 
implants. Today, there are many types of implant systems available - each designed to accommodate multiple problems. For 
example, if you have a bony ridge that is too narrow for a standard size implants, there is a possibility you could have four 
mini dental implants placed in the front of your lower jaw to anchor and secure a lower removable denture. In the alterna- 
tive, you may choose to have a surgical technique that can provide a thicker ridge or increase bone height. This would 
create a solid foundation for the placement of standard-sized implants, which would allow you the option of replacing your 
lower denture with non-removable implanted teeth, or the choice of using that restored bone to anchor, with implants, a 
removable denture. 



The objective of the field of implantology, is to return dental function to as near normal as possible, following the loss of 
some or all your teeth. No one implant system design will cover all possible situations, but the ability to utilize multiple 
implant system designs, as well as a variety of surgical and restorative techniques, provides patients with far more choices, 
comfort, and increased functionality than what just a conventional full denture can provide.

To the Editor: 

Everyone agrees that alternative energy resources like 
wind power are in our future. Recently a 150-foot meteorological 
tower was installed at Nasketucket State Park in Mattapoisett. 
The wind test from the MET tower could result in the instal- 
lation of an industrial wind turbine the size of a Jumbo Jet on 
town owned land nearby. The park and the surrounding Brandt 
Beach and Leisure Shores neighborhoods of approximately 300 
homes are all zoned residential. The MET tower is located at the 
end of Bridle Trail in the state park near a sign that says, "Take 
only pictures leave only foot prints." 

Local residents presented a petition to the Mattapoisett 
Selectmen indicating they do not support placement of MET 
towers or wind turbines in residential neighborhoods of Mat- 
tapoisett. The petition was signed by 90 percent of those asked 
to sign (over 100 residents). The town has thirteen other zones 
for land use in town, including light industry, but the town 
has selected this area where zoning would have to be changed 
because of the height restrictions. Currently, the zoning in this 
area would not allow these industrial wind turbines. Residents 
feel that when they bought their homes they knew they were in 
a residentially-zoned area and their property rights should be

The town-owned land site that has been selected as 
the best location has left everyone puzzled. There is no large 
power source nearby. The wind turbine needs a source to send 
the power to, such as a high school, waste treatment plant or a 
power substation. The site chosen appears on a 15-year-old map 
as wetlands on the Massachusetts Wetland Inventory Map. It is 
also close to the home of the endangered roseate terns, which 
are making a comeback after the 2003 oil spill on a small island 
only a short distance from the site. Residents at a recent meeting 
had suggested the town give the land to a land trust because of 
wetland and open space issues. 

Mattapoisett has no by-law for the installation of a 
meteorological tower. The Cape Cod Commission which covers 
all the towns of Cape Cod and the U.S. Fish and Wildlife service 
have guidelines for the installation of wind turbines. Cape Cod 
only permits turbines in commercial- or industrial-zoned areas

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife guidelines that were 
issued in 2003 state these towers should not be located near 
wetlands or bird habitats. 

The installation of these meteorological towers and 
wind turbines in Mattapoisett has never been brought to a vote 
at Town Meeting. The opposition in the Brandt Beach area to 
the installation of these towers in all residential areas of Mat- 
tapoisett may be indicative of the rest of the voters. The whole 
issue should be brought before the public for a vote, and if it is 
a positive vote, then the creation of a responsible by-law for the 
installation of these towers should be a priority.

ration among the property owners, the town, and the 
land conservation organizations — and getting them 
all aligned is part of the fun. We were fortunate to have 
Laurell Farinon, Rochester's Conservation agent, pursue 
a grant from the Buzzards Bay project to cover the cost 
of the land survey. This all happened while the Com- 
monwealth had an active program to identify and register 
vernal pools — also coordinated by Laurell. With the 
completed survey, registered vernal pool, and information 
from the Sperry's on wildlife, birds, vegetation, we started 
drafting a CR. 

RLT had just completed collaborating on the 
Rounseville Homestead CR (held by Wildlands Trust and 
the town) with Allen Decker and Mark Rasmussen from 
the Coalition for Buzzards Bay. Using that as a model and 
information from the Sperrys on what they envisioned for 
the future of their woodlot, our all-volunteer organization 
started drafting. Once we had the final draft, the work fell 
on the Sperrys — not only to confirm that the document 
reflected what they wanted, but also to wade through 
some of the strange language that appears in all these 
documents. "Estoppel certificates" and "severability" 
became new vocabulary words whose usefulness may be 
limited to cross word puzzles. 

Once approved by the Sperrys, Allen Decker 
stepped back in, acting as our "staff" to assemble all the 
supporting documents and sheparding the CR through 
the town board approval process with all the signatures

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Killer Insti

The Matador. Starring Pierce Brosnan and Greg 
Kimiear. Directed by Richard Shepard. Running 
time: 96 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The Matador swaggers around in love with its own 
cynical quirk for its first hour, and I was completely with it 
for a while. There's always room for mean, funny hit-man 
satires, and Pierce Brosnan, as the dissipated assassin Ju- 
lian Noble, makes the movie worth our time. Very far gone 
into macho detachment, but not irretrievably so, Julian has 



started to fall apart. He's bungled at least one job, and he fears he'll botch 
others until his boss finally removes him from the chessboard. And he's 
pathetically desperate for some meaningful connection. When he chats up 
businessman Danny Wright (Greg Kinnear) at a Mexico City hotel bar, 
Julian offends Danny in a variety of ways without intending to or even 
realizing the offense. Brosnan's work as a monster who'd like to become 
human, but has no idea how, is painfully funny. 

Unfortunately, aside from Brosnan, The Matador does nothing that 
wasn't handled with more precision and cool in 1997's Grosse Pointe 
Blank, which this film resembles right down to its mix of Latino-inflected 
tunes and / Love the '80s soundtrack. Julian Noble might be Martin Blank 
30 years later, lost in whiskey and soulless shags. He might also be meant 
as a real-world take on James Bond — probably what attracted Brosnan 
to the script. It's a shame that script (by director Richard Shepard) doesn't 
follow through on its promises, including its thematic link between Julian 
and a skillful matador whose bloody but clean killing Julian admires. Julian 
obviously sees himself as a matador, but what bull is he fighting? Shepard 
draws an explicit parallel visually but leaves it murky. The whole matador 
thing seems like a literary affectation. 

Naive Danny, who 's nursing some personal and professional setbacks, 
is both repelled and fascinated by Julian even before learning what Julian 
does for a living. Like anyone else, Danny is morbidly curious about the 
job; Julian refers to "corporate gigs" in which he's brought in to eliminate 
competition. The profession itself, really, is a corporate gig, but Shepard 
doesn't develop that aspect, either We're set up to see Danny as Julian's 
craven American doppelganger, who wants to be part of a culture that carries 




out its murders with paper and pen instead of bullets. Near the end of their 
time in Mexico City, a drunken Julian comes calling on Danny. What does 
he want, and what happens? Fade to black, and cut to six months later 

This is where The Matador loses its way. Back home, Danny is now a 
successful businessman; whatever job he flew to Mexico City to grab onto 
apparently fell into his hands. Again, Julian comes calling one night. He 
meets Danny's wife (Hope Davis), who has heard all about Julian and is 
cautiously thrilled to have a paid murderer under her roof. Are Danny and 
his wife bourgeois novelty-seekers who must be punished for their sins of 
ethical blindness? Has Julian come to rub them out, or is there something 
darker and more lasting in store? Once again, Shepard hints at a bleak and 
fitting ending and then sidesteps it. 1 actually don't know for sure, but The 
Matador feels as though it was heavily interfered with, in which case it 
wouldn'tbe Shepard's fault, unless he has internalized Hollywood's fetish 
for neat and happy endings and has interfered with himself 

This would've been a fine, bitter hour-long short film if not for the 
"six months later" business. Or, if the script had had the courage to explore 
what Julian's influence did to Danny, The Matador might've been a fierce 
little classic. Yes, 1 am asking for a different movie, but the different movie 
I'm asking for would've meant something. The movie's tone and style, 
before it moves back to Danny's boring home, have a lively malicious wit. 
But Danny, who has grown his own ugly mustache in apparent imitation of 
Julian's, remains an innocent even when he joins forces with Julian. The 
film is presumably content to be an empty-calorie buddy flick. But Pierce 
Brosnan, sinking under the amoral weight of Julian's 22 years of killing, 
makes you believe in Julian's need to connect with someone, even a loser as 
unlikely as Danny. Brosnan elevates the material he 's given, but he could' ve 
risen to a sharper script and captured greatness. Maybe someday.
